Any general rate increases received during the twelve (12) month 
period must be annualized. Any significant cost changes may be included but must be documented as part of 
the filing. 
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The statutory time period in which the Commission must process this case will not commence until the 
above-mentioned information is filed with the Commission. If your filing contains a proposed effective date, 
the rejection of your filing for reasons of deficiencies voids that proposed effective date. When you file the 
required information to correct the deficiencies, you may refile your proposed tariff with a new proposed 
effective date that is at least 30 days from the date you file the required information. You are requested to 
file 10 copies of this information within 15 days of this letter.
